BELLE GLADE-The Glades Cen- 
tral Raiders, for the second 
conseculive week, dominated an 
opponent statistically, only to fall 


. victim to penalties and the half- 


back pass in a 25-13 loss to Martin 
County. 

Once again, both Johnny Rowe 
and Archie Godfrey picked up 
more running yardage than the 
entire opposing team, with Rowe 
carrying the ball 20 times for 205 
yards and Godfrey making 12 
carries for 75 yards, compared to 
the Tigers' total of 59 yards. 

But if the Raiders mounted an 
impressive running attack, it 
seemed as though virtually every 
threat in the first half of the game 
was nullified or called back by 
penalties and the Tigers' halfback 
option pass play caught the Raider 


defense by surprise several times 


in the game. 

The Raiders’ penchant for penal- 
ties started early іп the game 
Friday, during the first series of 
plays after Johnny Dixon picked 
up a fumble on the second play of 
the game on his own 34 yard line.

South Bay CD deal is innovative 


SOUTH BAY-Members of the 
South Bay City Commission signed 

financial agreement which saves 
the city an estimated $75,000, 
gives a contract to a local rather 
than out-of-state firm and could be 
a model for other cities to follow. 

The four way agreement be- 
tween the city, the Bank of Belle 
Glade, Richmond Co. and the Palm 
Beach County Community Deve- 
lopment Department, allows the 
city to borrow money from the 
bank to pay Richmond for work 
done on a Community Develop- 
ment (CD) project. 

Negotiations leading to the 
arrangement have been held for 
several weeks, following a recom- 
mendation by Douglas Dawson of 
the county CD Department. \ 

The CD project is the second 
phase of an overall project meant 
to improve the city's water sys- 
tem. Only two bids were received 
when the city advertised, with the 
lowest from a Mississippi firm. 

Dawson suggested the city 
reject both the bids, allowing the 
city to enter negotiations with 
Richmond and come up with a 
contract some $75,000 lower than 
the lowest of the two original bids. 
Dawson said another consideration 
was that Richmond is a local firm, 
which is more in keeping with the 
guidelines for CD grants. 

The problem was, according to 
statements made in earlier city 
commission meetings, that Rich- 
mond needed to make draws on the 
contract quicker and more often 


' than is normally, allowed for. 


Under the present arrangement, 
Richmond can make draws of up to 
$150,000, to be paid for by loans 
made to the city by the Bank of 
Belle Glade. An extra &ttraction is 
that the city gets a у percent 
discount on each payment if the 
payment is made by the tenth day 
of the month. 

Public Works Director Lomax 
Harrelle said the arrangement is 
being looked at by CD officials as 
another financial arrangement 


which can be used by other . 


communities in the future. 

"This is a ditéct result of the 
cooperation between Doug Daw- 
son and Mayor (Billy) Wells,” 
Harrelle said. He said the city 
would be receiving more than half 
a million dollars over the past two 
year period and lauded Dawson for 
his cooperation with the city. 

“What the CD is doing,” he went . 
on, “is one of the best government 
projects going."
